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PEEFACE. 



FoH the papers in thia volume the Camden Society is indebted to 
the liberality of the Honorable G. M. Fortescue, who, " on coming 
into possession of Dropmore in 1864, under the will of Lady 
GrenviHe — the heiress and sole representative of the Pitts of Bo- 
connoc — found in the carpenter's shed an old box whith had 
apparently belonged to Governor Pitt, containing a large quantity 
of papers in excellent condition, mixed up with the family papers 
of Mr. Van den Eempde, who died in 1 725, " ' If I may judge by 
an indorsement in the handwriting of the 18th century, on the 
back of one of the letters, the collection narrowly escaped a still 
worse fate than that to which it was temporarily exposed. It is as 
follows, as far as it can be read, part of the paper on which it is 
written having been torn away : — " Marq. of Bucks on State aOairs. 
. , . , ers to others, &c. Eliz, A Ja. — useless." 

The selections which I have made include many papers which 
will only be of interest to the professed historian, many which, had 
the originals been in a public library, so as to be easily accessible lo 
the inquirer, 1 should certainly have omitted. But there are others 
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anenW from Sir Etukine Pi-itj'i' coniainnioilion to the Philo- 
Van den Bempde Papers, of which hr hns kindly sent me > 
I with iufonnstion aiqnii^d bv him in prtjMiring them for tha 



which will no doubt attract more general attention. Such foi 
instance is the important letter of James I. (No. XXXIV.) clefiring 
up as it does a question about the procedure in Raleigh's case after 
his return from Guiana, upon which no light has hitherto been 
thrown, and showing that, at least in James's eyes, it was proved 
that be had recommended an attack upon the Mexico fleet very 
early in his voyage. After this may be mentioned the letters of 
Sir Robert Dudley (No. Ill), giving an account of his improve- 
ments in naval architecture; of Lord Arundel of Wardour {No. 
X.), bringing forward a charge against Bacon, which happens to be 
capable of disproof ; of Sir Thomas Wentworth (No. XI.), supply- 
ing a missing link in the correspondence on the office of custoi 
rotiiloriivt published in the Strafford Papers; of Sir Sebastian 
Harvey (Nos. LII. and Llll.), throwing liglit on Christopher 
Villiers" courtship; and of Charles I. (No. CLXI.), giving an 
account to Prince Rupert of his victory over Esf>ex in Cornwall. 
Letters more or less on business matters will also be found from 
Buckingham himself. Prom Lord Keeper Williams, from Secretaries 
Kaunton and Calveil, from Sir Lionel Cranfield, the Earl of 
Suffollc, and other notabilities of the Court of James I. Of b. 
different kind of interest, though if it be read in connection with 
the ri'mainder of EfBal's correspondence, its historical importance 
is considcrnblc, is No. CXLV. From it we Icam what sort of 
French Buckingham could write, when he tried his hand at 
original composition in that language. 

The whole of the collection placed in my hands consisted of five 
hundred and eight documents. A calendar of the whole has been 
prepared for the Historical MSS, Commision, and will no doubt 
appear in ihcir second icpnrt. It is a collection which has evidently 



been brought together from at least two, and perhaps from more 
sources. 

The three last papers, all of them in print already, two letters 
of the first Earl of Clarendon and one of Madame de MaJntenon, 
do not call for any comment. They may have been acquired by 
anybody at any time. Before these comes the letter of Charles I. 
mentioned above, which is believed to have been purchased by 
Lord GrenviUe, who was interested in it as being dated from 
Boconnoc. The remaining papers, five hundred and four in all, 
form the old collection, in which the last dated one was written 
in May 1627, and the first in June 1568, These papers seem 
to have found their way into the possession of the Fitt family 
from Mr. John Van den Bempde, who had purchased the estate 
of Hackncss, in Yorkshire, from the Sydenham family, in 1707.' 

How they passed into the hands of the Pitts does not appear, but 
it ia certain that they were in Mr. Von den Bempde's possession at 
the beginning of the 18th century, partly because no one else, as 
will be seen, was in a position to unite so heterogeneous a collection, 
and partly because twenty-two holograph letters of Lord Bacon, 
which form its most valuable portion, wore printed by Stephens in 
his second collection. Mr, Spedding, who examined the papers two 
years ago, foimd not only many of those printed in the present 
volume named in a MS. catalogue by Stephens, but a note (Add. 
MSS. 4258, fol. 95) in the handwriting of John Locker, " who 
edited Stephens's second collection after his death," in the following 
words : —

things wliich were made dm of in a 4to. edition oE lettcrv and pieces, which L* 
Oxford is DOIT poiaeued of. 

In tliifl note, after the word "which," was originally written 
"his lady gave to the R. Hon. the E[ar!] of 0[xford]." Mr. 
Van den Benipde'e lady's maiden name was, as Sir Erskine Perry 
iDforms me, Temperan<« Packer, no doubt a descendant of John 
Packer, secretary to the Duke of Buckingham, whose name occurs 
frequently in this collection ; a man of whom, considering the 
position which he held, we should have expected to know more 
than we do. He was probably one of those businesslike unobtru- 
sive men who, as Charles II. said of Godolphin, are never out 
of the way and never in the way. Another side of his character 
is, however, revealed by some of these letters, from which he 
appears as a muni6cent suppoiter of the clergy, apparently rather 
of the Puritan type. 

To Packer therefore we may without doubt attribute the mass of 
the collection, tliat ia to say, tlie papers from amongst which the 
letters selected for the present printed volume have been taken, 
except the first three and the last. It is a series which begins 
with a letter from James I. to Caron, dated in I6I6, not printed 
here. Another series of 52 papers, dated from 1600 to 1614, 
have only yielded three letters worth being printed. Many of 
them arc written to Somerset, and they may all very well liave 
come through the hands of a person who occupied the same posi- 
tion in Somerset's household which Pucker occupied in Bucking- 
ham's. And if Packer was the sort of man which I suppose him to 
have been — a roan of business, who would not trouble bimseli' with 
Court parties — it is very possible that Villiera may have taken him 
on from his predecessor in James's liivoiir, and so all this part of 
tliv collection would come through him. 



There remaiit fiS papers to be accounted for. Of theae tlie first 
33 are almost, if not exclusively, from Sir Franws Walsing- 
ham's cabinet, and it is worthy of remark tbut whibt Buckingbam 
allowed papers of the utmost importance to lie about and to fall 
into bis secretary's bands, Walsingbam took good care tbat tbc 
gleanings from bis correspondence should be of ao formal a nature 
that not one out of the 33 documents is worth tbe trouble of print- 
ing. Such being the cose it is of the less importance to conjecture 
through whose hands they passed, a point on which I have no evi- 
dence warranting even a guess. The other 35 papers, from No. 34 
to 68 in the original collection, are of a very different character. 
They are all, with one exception, letters relating to the marriage 
and family affairs of Sir Thomas Hoby and his wife, and though 
1 have not admitted them to a place amongst the Stot« Papers of 
the present volume, the picture which they afford of the progress 
of a courtship at the end of the 16th century may not be thought 
out of place here. 

Before entering upon this topic, however, let me say a few worda 
about the pedigree of these 35 papers. As Mr, Van den Bempde 
must have got the Packer papers from his wife, so he must have 
got the Hoby papers from his estate. He purchased Hackness, as 
we have Been, from the Sydenham family in 1707, and the first 
proprietor of the name, John Sydenham, succeeded to tbe pro- 
perty upon the death of Sir Thomas Hoby in 1640.' Sir Thomas 
Hoby acquired it by his marriage with Margaret the daughter and 
heiress of Arthur Dakins. 

The correspondence opens with a letter from tlie Earl of Hunt- 
inj-don, the Puritan Earl whom Elizabeth had made Lord President

of the North, It is wriitcn to Walter Derereux, huaband of the 
heircsa of Hackness, the brother of the second Earl of Essex, whose 
paternal grandmother had been a sister of the Earl of Huntingdon's 
father ; Huntingdon being thus a first consin of Deverenx' father, 
the first Earl of Essex. The lady, before her marriage, had been 
taken into the service of the Countess of Huntingdon, and had 
been regarded, possibly through some connection between the 
Earl and her fether, as under the special protection of the family. 
In this letter, which 19 dated Jan. 13, 1590, Huntingdon advises 
the young man " to call in tymc for the assurance of Hackenes," 
which advice appears to be connected with the birth of Essex's 
son and heir, and is grounded on the argument that if Essex were 
to die Walter could not expect anything good to be done for him 
during his nephew's minority. In point of fact the original arrange- 
ment bad been that of the £6,500 for which the estate had been 
purchased as a provision for the young couple, £3,000 should be 
paid by Essex, £3,000 by Arthur Dakins, and the remaining £500 
by the Earl of Huntingdon. As, however, neither Dakins nor 
Huntingdon had completely ful611ed their obligations, the estate 
was involved until the whole of the purchase- money could be paid.' 
Of Walter Devereux we hear no more in this correspondence. 
He was killed in a skirmish near Rouen, on the 8th of September.* 
In those days marriage was regarded far more as an affair of 
business than it is now, and the scruples which prescribe a decent 
interval of widowhood before a second alliance had scarcely any 
existence. There was one young man, at least, who had no idea of 
allowing such feelings to stand in the way of the Hackness estate. 
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Thomas PosthumuB Hoby, tlie younger and, as iiiB name importa, 
the postliumouB son of Sir Thomas Iloby, now a youth of aoine 
four-and-twenty years, had chances olher than personal, of which 
he was resolved to avail himself. His motht-r, now Lady Russell, 
the widow of Lord Russell, second son of the Earl of Bedford, was, 
through one sister, aunt to Francis Bacon, and, what at that time 
was of far greater importance, was, through another sister, sister-in- 
law to the great Lord Burghley, No time was lost, and the court- 
ship was opened by the following letter from the Lord Treasurer 
himself, written on the 21at of Septemlier, less than a fortnight 
after Dcvereux' death : —

gentlomane, thogh ho be Pnstbatnn; by his fatber'a death, beyng borne after, yet my 
I*, halh Buch respect to hym, and he Hie well doth and *yl1 dBBerya yt, lU he aball 
he made able to be a father of lyvclodc. Aril I ran assure yonr Lp. by the proofe 
that I hare badnt his good nature and conditions, he wyll proTB a gooiland corteons 
hnahandc, and a beeper and noe spender.

Yonr Lp». moale ussnredlj at com. 
What answer was given to this request docs not appear. On 
the 2yth of October Burghley wrote again, tliia time to the lady's 
father : — 

After my lery liarty commendations. Thogh jt may be that some haie already 
moved yoo lo understBoUe yonr dyspositiune for your assent to hare snyte made to 
yonr daughter Mrs, Ueverenx, wyddowe of Mr. Walt«r Devereox deceased i yet, I 
bcyiigc in mynde, for a speciall parlicnler frejnde of myne, lo have, within aoma 
tyme after the dealb of the saydc Mr. Di'Tereux, to have winght to have knowne yonr 
myoda.and to haic alsue ubtayiied yonr assent lo my d«nyre : yett for some respect 
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of the reputftcione of yonr dniighter, whomc 1 accompted wootde rather myslylEo of 
anj thkt shoalde make lajte unto her boo snddeynlj After her huBbnndi death, uid 
therefore have djSerred mj pnipose nntyll nowe that t amo infariDed that some faare 
or wytl shortl}' attempt to make Bome reqaeat both to joa and the job)^ gentle- 
womane yonr daughter, aad not knowynge what sncceas they may haie, I heynge 
vorj loath to be prevontcd by Miy delay, have presently [oimde yt sery Decessar)' for 
me to delay noe farther tyme, and therfore, havynge a great deeyre to preferr a 
yotigc gentlemanc of good byrth, honeety and nndentaDdynge, beynge allyed unto 
me, md of aoor kyndred to dyvers my chjldren, I doe lett jon knove, the party U 
the Sonne of Sir Tho. Hohy deceased and the La. RnEsell nowe lyvingc, sTBtet to my 
late wyfe, and faie name a Thomas Hnby with an addition of Poetbnniu?, becniiee 
he was bome after hia father's hnryall. whoe dyed in Frnunce, wher be was Embiu- 
■ador for hys Ma'l to the then French Kjngc, havyngc but one brother lyyinge 
named Sir Edw. Uoby, knyght, whoe bntb noe children, soe h this gentlemano ii 
lykely to ioherytt all his lyTclode. And liesyds that, my La. Rnosell, bis mother, 
hath proTjded a good portione of lyielod to be left to bym, yf he shall content her 
in his marryadge, and wyll deal very honorably and kyndly with hym, to enhable 
hym to make to his wyfe a convenient jnyoturc, in case she shall lyke of his choyse. 
And aceordyngty, her La. and I bave of late conferred hecmpon, and wee both 
woolde be glade to procnre a matyadge for hym with your daughter, and to that 
purpose I doe by thes present tcttres sygnify to yon both hys and my request, pray- 
inge you to accept the same as proceedinge from our harty goodwylla, and of the 
ttllowunre of yonr daughter's Tcrtncs and conditiones soe reported to na rery credybly. 
And hecrnnlo wo both rcajnyre yonr answer of your inclynatione heerto, soe as the 
party may have comforte to rapayro Ihyther, to see and acqoaynto hyroselfc with 
jonr dnoghter, and to make his siiyte to hereelf, to nbtayn heyr lore ; and I ahall 
moele kyndly accept yonr speedy answer. 29 Octob. 1591. 

The reply, when it came, was not such as Burghley probably 
expected. Immediately on the receipt of the letter Dakins wrote 
thus ; — 

May it please yonr Lo. to nnderstande that yonr lettres, dated at Weatraynstor the 
SS'' of Octob. laste, wcr delyvered onto me beer at Hnrkenes, neigh Scarliorongh, hy 
a gentlemane one Mr. Pccrw Stanly, thia present day the x" of Noremh. the which 
to answer as I woolde I noo ways con, which breedcth some greefe in me for that my 
danghter take her jomcy towards London the S. of this instant November lasle with 
my lettres lo the Right Honorable tborle of Hnntyngdon, and the Countess his wyfe, 
hor owlde mistress j yeeldynge therhy my consente to [hcyr honon for the dispoiynge 
of my daughter in her maryodge, which God knoweth is meane, and farr unworthy 
the proffer your Ho. doth make by yonr sayde lettres, Tf I wcr able to grati^ yonr 
liDDonr by any meanes, I stande moste bownd soe lo ilne for your former goodnnB

There is nothing upon the surface of Burghley's letters beyond a 
desire to do the best for his wife's nephew. But it is not unlikely 
that political reasons mingled with tia desire for the advancement 
of one 90 closely connected with bia own family circle. Hackneys 
was in the centre of a population which still held firmly to the 
creed and church of their ancestors. Lurking priests found warm 
protectors alike amongst the landowners and the people. The 
pursuivant who attempted to execute a warrant from the High 
Commission ran a good chance of coming back with a bloody 
head, and even the officials of the Council at York knocked in 
vain at the doors of houses which were prepared to stand a siege.' 
Under these circumstances Burghley may well have thought it politic 
to recommend a man whom he could thoroughly tnist to hold what 
he must have regarded as the command of the Protestant garrison 
at Hackness. 

In the meanwhile Hoby had been feeling his way towards 
making personal advances, as appears from the following letter 
written by Lady Perrot, who, as a sitter of AValter Devcreux, 
might have some influence over his widow : — 

Mr. Hohy ; I sent a man of myne who long nrred her lo see my Lady of 
Hnntingloti from me, who as of hime selfe did Inqnier of the gentill woman you

A second letter of the 13th conveys the required information, 
that " the gentillwomane you know of is come to my Lorde of 
Hunttington*8." By this time it was known that there was an- 
other suitor in the field. The Countess of Huntingdon was one of 
two sisters of the favourite Leicester, the other having been the 
wife of Sir Henry Sidney, and mother of Sir Philip and his two 
brothers. The youngest of these was Thomas Sidney, and his aunt 
Lady Huntington had made up her mind that the heiress should be 
his. According to information which subsequently reached Hoby, 
it was at the Earl of Huntingdon's request that Dakins had sent his 
daughter to the Earl's house in London, and where, as soon as she 
arrived, she was conducted to her chamber, "which she closely 
kept until she was maryed." * Thomas Sidney had a special claim 
upon the Earl as well upon the Countess, having been left as a 
minor to his guardianship by his father's will.' 

As yet, however, Hoby was not aware how invincible were the 
obstacles opposed to him. The next letter we have is from his 
mother. Lady Russell : — 

PoBthnmns. I have sent yon what I hate rec[eiyed]. Shew Mr. Stanley's letter 
to me nnto my Lord yonr master.' Now, chyld, it standeth yow aper for yonr owne

It soon appeared, howeyer, that Hoby had no chance. Sidney's 
marriage to Walter Devereux' widow took place some time before the 
31st of May, 1592, aa appears from a letter of Huntingdon's to him of 
that date. On the 23rd of July, 1592,= Arthur Dakina died, leaving 
tlie young couple to take possession of Hackness, But this second mar- 
riage, like the first, was not of long duration. Thomas Sidney died in 
the summer of 1595,* probably about the end of July or the be- 
ginning of August, and her old suitor lost no time in making an- 
other stroke for the prize. A fresh application was made to the

The result of Hoby'a diiilomacy appearB in the next letter, which 
is Stanhope's reply to the Earl : — 

My hnmblo dnetie to yonr good Lp, premysed. It may please yon to be adTertised 
that of Baterdny last the xx'^ of this moneth, I recejTed jonr I.ps. lettres by my 
eoten Sir Thomas Hobby, and undentandingo that night at Yorke that tbo gentle- 
woman WM newely remoTcd to Hnll, wee spent the Sabbath at Torko. The next 
dajo, good Mr. CotrcU's fnnerall beinge to be solemDized, in respecte he pnt me in 
tnut a* a saperTiur, wee staid ther till that aftemoone, and then went towards Hnll, 
accumpanyed also with Mr. Ferea Stanley, whither we eame apon Tncsday by one of 
the tlotke, anil wool to tbo manor, where my rosen Sydney afl^n" a while admitted 
in«e to her chaniber, I fotmdw licr layde complayninge of puyno in her eyes and 
bea<le, wbicb I foDode to proceede of greate Inmcntacion for the losse of the worthy 
gmtlemau her late hnsbande, for the conldo not then speako of bim without t«ares.

Ia thcnd, nnwiUingly, bat in dnetifall regard of yonr Lps. recomendacion, and to 
avoyd to offer that discnrtotcy, not to be Bene to a gODticmon of his worth that came 
•oe farr for that purpose, in yery modest sort she yclded that afWr some tyme of my 
withdrawinge from her, she wonlde admytt him to doc your Lps. comendaciom to 
ber. 

In which menne while my cosen Alred's wief comingc thither, after some half 
bower, my self was reqnircd to bringe Sir Thomas and Air. Peres Stanley into her 
chamber, where curtoooslcy and modestly intertayning him with fewe spoecbes, she 
retired to tbe gentlewomen, and, after smal tyme spent in the chamber, wee left her, 
I sayioge to her that if yunr Lps. cominge downe were not very shortely, tbiagontle- 
man woalde be botilde in his mmingc up, to kaowc if she wonlde comaondc him any 
(hinge to yonr Lp, and my good Idxly. 

Tbat evoninge I acquainted my coscn Aldr^d and bis wief both with yonr Lps. 
favor to recomcnde the gent, to this match, and with the lickljhoode bow well, by 
the natnrall alfeccion borne him of bis honorable mother, hia owno indnstiy, his 
edncacion io «oc good a schoole of experience as my L. ThreaBorer's chamber, and 
his alyeoce and kindctcd, ho might prove a very good match to tbe gentlewoeman. 

Thcj both cheifely respectinge tbat itwasmocioned with your Lps. spec iall liking, 
which they donbted not bat woalde be seconded by my Lady, when tyme had over- 
wome the grtat grefe she takes for the lussc o£ a kinsman of soc greate good parts 
and expeclacion, did not onely yeelde to geio there best forderance to tbe match, as 
occasione might be offered them, hot my coscn Alnul cntrcd into conanttacion with 
us, what coarse might be helde in prosectiting of yt, best beseminge tbe repatacions 
of tbvm booth. 

Whercapon, althoogh Sii Tbcanu at the Grat waa dcairoos to have procured tone 
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place in or norc the towne of Hnll, to the which, within a weeke or thertBboots, lie 
mighl have repaired the better lo take oportnnitjc to intertajno the gentlewoman ; 
;et, i)]Hni better advisement, lie jeeldcd lo this coaascll, that he wonltle retyre hini- 
Belfe for t or vi dBvee,&nd if in that tfme hehurde not of joniLps. prcBentu comingc 
into tile cnotrj, he wonlde take his jonrney bj Hnll to foor Lp. and there salntinge 
the ^entlcnoeman, wonlde lot her knowe Ibat he wae bo fallj Batislicc'l hr sight of 
her, that all Chinga iraB answerable lo the ^;<Midu reporte he had rocejvnl of her 
before, as he ment to settle himaolfe npon her fnior. Nevertheleg, tendcrlj regard- 
age her repntacion, bo wonlde for a tyme retyre himxclfe into the eonthe, and there 
efthcr nwajte yonr Lps. eotnin^ downe, or if it were not soo aoone as he wished, 
hoped to recejre your Lpa. rccomendscion lo her as well of himeelfe, as by hie 
freeodei, for his st&le and haTioor. 

And this course he meaninge to obserre, and appcringe to as desirona to be onely 
bebooldinge to yonr Lp. and my Lady for this matrhe, which, chefelie in regard of 
the gentle woeman's Tertoea, whereof be bearetb hy all that speake of her, he will

This intervention of Mr. Edward Stanliope, which in the present 
day would have been enough to ruin any one's suit, was well 
tcceivcd by the man who vr&s chiefly interested in its success. The 
great Lord Treasurer wrote at once to Stanhope, and to hia " cozen 
Aired," to thank them for their assistance. Hoby's next step taken 
seema to have been to collect letters in his favour from persona 
of note, much in the same way as a candidate for an appointment 
would now-a-days furnish himself with testimonials of hia merit. 
The following letter from Sir Robert Cecil to Huntingdon looks 
very much as if Hoby suspected the Earl of being lukewarm in 
hU interests : — 
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Mj- good Lorde. I haTe ben so enieatlie uitreated b; m; cosin Sir Tho. Hobble 
to acknowledge in bis behalfe the great nblij^arion f or jonr faTonr already csWnded 
tovaidB him, ai 1 conid da □□ lease then by thLs lettre yeld j^onr L. most btinitjle 
thanlcB, and in regarde of lujne owue afforlioQ towards him, further ing^fe mj 
selfo toirarda joer Lo. b_v beseeching yonc rontinnanre b« a favour whith I will 
aocorot my selfe boDode ti> deserve and requytC by anie scrviee I can. And thus 
for this tyme I doo most hnmiilie take my leave. From the Corte this xxviii'^ of 
Octobre 1696.

In the next letter Hoby recounts to Huntingdon his ill success : — 

R[igbt] tJ[QiiDr«blc]. Beynge tbit loath to neglect the fytt opcrtanitj of this 
bearer, I have presnmed by hym to troble yooi l.p. aswell to manyfeBt my dntjfoll 
detyrea to become than kf nil forjonrbnoorable favoore shewed in yonr fm-thcrynge of 
myn endeToore, as to lett yoor Ho. miderstande liowe I have proceeded, synce your 
Lps. departure. And because I ran not myself render tinto yourhononr due ihankes 
for your honorable cootbcb helde in the cause, I iryll referr that unto thos honorable 
parsons that fyrst recomended myself and cause to your farouTO, and wjll be bonld 
to relate unto them at large wilhowte any omyssyono the honorable care you 
have pleased to haie of my goyle, Kow, coucemynge the state wherein I nowe 
Btande, yt ys soc woako that 1 fyode noe reasons as yet to hope for better, neyther 
wjll my offectiono be drawoe altogether to despayre i for the favourable access 
which your Lp. obtayned lorme ys soe nnwyllyngty performed as, had I not learned 
% former lessone of audiuei /oi-tvim Jueat, wherby 1 ame Icitd contynnally to exceed 
good manners in beynge more ruled by my love then roasune, it woold have been 
longe eynce absolately denyed me. But as I lanic not soe fan* to be dysconradged 
with some fewe repalsea, soe wyll I not dcpane ontyll I have performeil the utter- 
moste of my strengcbe in scekynge her, slylt referrynge tho sequell to God's good 
pleaaaro and ber own self ; and to that ende, God wyllynge. I wyll reinayne hcer 
nnlyllyoDT Lps. retoume frttm the North porta, and then I wyll my selfe woyte upon 
yon 1 and soe for this tyme I wyll bnmbly bare to troble yonr Lp. any farther. This 
xjl"' o{ Notemb.

Hoby's judgment of the lady's feelings towards him was justified 
by the event. She wrote to Huntingdon to decline her importunate 
suitor. But, as appears from tbe Earl's reply, Hoby had also made 
up his mind not to take no for an answer : —

Huntingdon's " greater payne " was the precursor of his death, 
which took place on the 14th of December, and Hoby had no help 
to look for from his brother and successor. On the 3rd of February, 
1696, we have a letter from Hoby to his cousin Anthony Bacon, 
written to influence the Earl of Essex, who appears to have been 
offended with his brother's widow on account of her haste in mar- 
rying Thomas Sidney : — 

Sir. Beynge more then desyronsto cnmpasa a mnttor that doth not a lyttle import 
me, I have been boulde (in respect of onr nccmes in naCnre, and our mntDall lore,) 
to entreale your kyndest frejndsbip for the better eSwtynge thcrof, hopynge therin 
to ^nde you as wyllynge bb I have jaste caoBe to thynke yoa able, fuUj to contryre 
jt. Soo jt js, good cosyne, that my La. my mother eheired me a lettre aent onto her 
from my L. of Ehssx ; whcrin I tonnde very groate rewone to holde my selfe 
exceedingly bownde nnto hia Ho, for his favourable eonceitc theiiu expressed of me. 
And because I mnste confeM my selfc therof altogether unworthy, I wjll over heer- 
aftor by all dntyfull oodeTonre aeeke to deserre the same. But wberaii hU Lp. 
seemed in the same lettre to l>e highly offended with the gentlewomane vith whome 
t «eeko to match, my earnest request auto you js that you tryll be an humble enter 
to bis Lp., that his Ho. wylbe pleased to heer some renaones that nyll EnSice (I 
hope) to move h)-m to remove all former dy»lyke from bis honoarable breaste. And 
(because I wyll not name any thynge that bis Lp. is wyllinge to forgett) 1 wjUonly 
■eeke to excOBG the gentleiromaa'e snddayne marryadge at the tyme of her (hut 
wyddowhoode, wherof noe mane can better epeake then my self, whoo was then 
deayroDB to be a sntcr (aa I iwne ame) unto her. And to delyver playnly what I 
thynke therof, I mnste trnclj confess the actione in yt self lo be mecrly e»yl], but all 
cyrcomstances ryghtly consydorcd, his Lp. (I doubt not) wyll see some eanse to 
myttegatt his former displeasure rommjitcd ngnynsl her. Bnt to upeake shortly of 
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the matter, Urns yt then Bloodo i I m; self tteynge then very deajroua to Keke her 
beat affection, procured mj La- my motbcr, to more the matter to my L, of Easex, 
whith xhe djd liy letlra del/reieil hj m; self j and, (hat dnne, I haU nij L, Thre. 
letters to break the matter to mj lato L. ut HuDtyngdon, and to tlie geiitlewomau '■ 
father, the better to effect iny purpose. This done, my sajd L. of Hantingdon 
Bceynge my earnest perBecutione of the canKc (feoiTingo to be preveiited) sent Mr. 
Sjdney presently downs t whoo (by bia Lpi. nioancB) pro»ayled soefare with owldo 
Mr. Dakyns, then Ijij-nge, aa that he sent his daaghtcr to London forthwith, unto 
Diy La. of Hiiiityiigdone, and at her fjTBt cooi^nge she was hrooghi to her chamber, 
which Hhe I'losly ktpt trotyl! ihe was mai^'ed. Kowe what I eoolde say farther is 
fytlcr for my L. to itnagyne, then for me to relate, and thorfore leo>ynge her close 
prysooer in her chamber, whyther pone wer suffered to coma, withowte especiall 
admyttancD, I wyll retoame nuto my mte, Trhich I amo hnmbly to nuke to hia 
Lp. which ys that his Ho. wytt fyrst rightly cooceaio of the 9tala wherin she then 
Btoodc, and then, yf she seem not altogether excusable, yot that bo wylbe ploasod at 
my hoinble snyte to forgett all former oversightea, because I wooldo be very loath to 
match with one that lyres in hia Lps. dyslyko, and 1 shunlde be more loath by much 
to hare hec contonywe in his Lpa. dysgrnce after maryadge. And soe, loaTynge my 
cause to your wyse mediatiune and to my Lg. moste hononrable dyspositione, I wvll 
take my leave thia 3, o( Feb. I5BS. 



On the 14th of March we have an appeal to the widowed Countcsa 
of Huntingdon, who had been the prime mover in the last marriage, 
and an undated letter, received on the 4th of April, from Sir 
Kobert Sidney, Thomas Sidney's only surviving brother, stating 
that he had " not fownd fit time to move my Lady of Huntington," 
but would do 80 at his " next coming from the Court." Another 
letter received on the game day from the Countess of Essex, the 
widow of Sir Philip Sidney, ran thus : — 




6ir, — 1 have recenved yoar letter, the contcntes wherof Ijeing honest and honor- 
ably, doe so fnllie free yon, in my conceit, from all imputation of presumption, as 
that I would willbglie have tcstiSsd both mj approbation and fnrderanco of the 
matter to yonr M™ if 1 hod not of late baeno much importnnd to writto in the same 
argnmcnt by some that pcrawoded them selfes I hade small reasson (besides my will) 
to denie them (as they thonght) bo reasonable a request, and, if I would have bene 
an achtor in maregc mattam, I would not hare refust them my best fourdrans.

The uext raotith a new phase of the affuir presented itself. The 
ucw Earl of Huntingdon, looking over hia brother's aucounta, found, 
as he asserted, that he was himself the real owner of the Hack- 
nesa estate. A long letter, written on the 28th of May to Mrs. 
Sidney, by Edwai'd Stanhope, whom we have heard of before as 
Hoby'a supporter, informed her that she had a Chancery suit before 
her. The story of Mrs. Sidney's business difficulties need not 
detain us here, all that ia necessary to be known being given in 
a note at the end of the Preface. But the conclusion of the letter 
is in every way loo noticeable to allow of its omission : — 

Now, a>y scxxl cosen, what course For yuu lo take in the meanc while to make ;t 
[i.e. the cbanvery snit] snro, I cannot sa well advisD jan, u if 1 itcre va;<l of aiu- 
picion Am iny advice tended not to wire some other's tume, which I proleat I an 
free from intciicioii, and iherfore will lei jou simplj know what I thinke for jonr 
good 1 which is that having tbes great folka to stand ogaiosl yoa, (and jaa baring 
none greater, that you may make account as sure to yon, that may away with mj L. 
Keeper to ca«t the baltonce being indifferent of jonr Byde,) if yon would so farr nse 
your faitbfoll Berrant Sir Thomas as dyrccC him by yonr uppoiiiCnient to trye hia 
crcdytt with my L. Threr. for you, I know hia L|i. may sway the matter whoUy, and 
1 am asBured he so much aSectcth hie kinsman, as if ho fynde that tho mocion pro- 
ceedelh from your self, and that Sir Tbomas shall have kj-nde thanks of jou for yt, 
he will Btryke it sure for you. 

Herein Dse yonrowne discrecion, for if 1 were not assured that the special! favour I 
wish yoa to afford Sir Thomas for his long eeriiue anil ontycr aSeccion should not 
fall OQt aa much to your good and comfort bereaftor, as his, and that I know hia 
estate shall be so well supplyed by his honorable mother aa that he shall !« able 
(without that which you bring) to naintaino you according lo his degree, I ]>rotcgl 
lo yun, by the faith of on honest moo, I would not tue thes speeches nnlo yon, or 
■eoke any way [o draw you to your binderonce, and knowing the trust yon repose in 
me, which 1 will neier deceyte ; and Iberfore what I have ingaged my creditt unto 
you (or, I donbt not but be able always to maintaioe, and even so referring you to 
your owne good wisdome anil houomblc goiomniont, which hitherto jou have caryed 



of jimrself to jonr greiit croditt, I Ibkto tbe ippnrt of the rest of the liuyaines In 
Mr. Ueoae. and so betake jon to God, 

It is not necessary to believe that Lord Burghley and Sir Thomas 
Egcrton would have lent themeelves to such a scheme as this, But 
that their names should have been mentioned in connection with it 
13 certainly startling. But returning to a less important subject, it 
looks very much as if it was this letter that effected the marriage, 
and that the widow granted, to the Tear of losing a suit in Chancery, 
what she had denied to her wooer's importunity. At all events 
Stanhope's letter ia dated May 28, and on the 26th of June wc 
have the following letter from Hoby to Lady Huntingdon, couched 
in terms which show that he considered himself in a fair way to 
obtain the object of his desires: — 

H[ight] Hfononrable], Pyndyngo by gnndrj' reports howe grentlj- 1 iime bownrfe 
unto yonr Ho. for joure foTomblo toorae hclde in my present ante nnto mj M~ 
vrbvrin your Lai* hstb pleased ncyther to adryz her onto me, nor to geve h^r 
connsoll agaynat me, bnt, iritb Bome favonrable speschos not a lyttlo tcndynge In my 
Kood, jimr Ho. batb Boffyciently publyshod tlie some to be a muttpr by yoa hoMe 
Tory indyffercnt, and Boe haTv' bcr to ber owne free cboyce, I have at tbia tjmo 
prcaaoied to tcobtc your Ho. with thcH rnde lyiica, tbat in tbom I mygbt both yei!l<] 
nnto yonr Ho. moato bumble ibaubcs fur your ane greatc and by me altogether 
nndeaerTed faToorc, and alaoe tbat I myght the better manyfest my datyfnll de^rra 
to beconto moate aorvyceable for the aamo. And althogb I hnTe hitherto been bnt 
a mcor atrvit^r, and «oe hitTe wanted meatKS to menytt yoar Ho. fBToomble con- 
ccyte, and much lesa to deaerve the leaato fnrtherannre in my preaent proreedingea : 
yet ahall yonr Ho. beerafter fyndc me mosto ready in nil dotjfnll endeaToara to doe 
yon all dadfoll aerryce. And vbon I ahall prove aoo happy aa to posscaa the hs^py- 
nea I doe nowe seoke for (wherof my self-nnworlbyncs mjght make me dyapayTC) I 
wyll bo fonrudc ail dutyfnllj serryceable, as if I wer a, natnrall branch of the atocke 
yt self, whereto I ahall then be bat grafted. Bnt I wyll leave at thin tyme to be 
farther troblcaomo onto yonr Ho. aad wyll hnmhly aabmytl my aerrjce to yonr 
Ho. comma". This 26" of Jane, 1596. 

The marriage was not long postponed. We have a letter of the 

' " leare her " no donbt. in the original letter, of wbieh the MS. ia a copy. 
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4th of September from Burghley to the new Earl of Huntingdon, 
inquiring after "certeyne hanginges" to be found amongst "the 
things that were at Yorke of the late Erie of Huntyngdon's," which 
his nephew, Sir T. Hoby, has informed him are the property " of 
his nowe wyfe, then Mrs. Sydney wydowe." 

And so this diplomatic courtship had its ending. The letters 
from which its details have been gathered have transported us for 
a moment amongst men whose habits and modes of proceeding are 
diflferent from our own, and they may perhaps help the historian 
to realise that the characters with which he has to deal are not to 
be judged by the standard of the manners of the 19th century. 
The aflfair of the marriage of Sir John Villiers, for instance, has, 
before this, been told by writers who have ascribed to Bacon feel- 
ings on the subject of the marriage-tie which it is certain that he 
never possessed, and the reader of the present volume will be all 
the more likely not to misinterpret Buckingham's letter to Bacon 
(No. LXXV.) about his brother's marriage, if he has first pondered 
the meaning of Hoby's correspondence. 

Of the marriage itself and of the future life of Hoby there is not 
much to say. His name occasionally occurs in the correspondence 
of the times, but not in any marked way. Sir Erskine Perry has 
printed^ a letter from Lady Hoby to her husband, which is written 
in the spirit of an affectionate wife, upon which he comments in 
the following manner' : — 

Sir Thomas P. Hoby, however, it would appear, bj no means deserves to stand on 
the high pedestal where his affectionate wife placed him. According to the tradi- 
tions still existing at Hacluiess, he accelerated her end bj kicking her down stairs ; 
and the late parish clerk, John Noble, nsed to relate that he and his father had 
often tried to efface the spots of his wife's blood in the old hall, but in vain. He

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vu w hhi H neighbour u he wu ■ huaband, and Sir Hngb ChoImoDdeley. who waa 
owner of tb« adjoiomg lordship of Whitli}', thus speaks of bim in bii memoirs: — 

Hd uja, " That his father, Sir Richard, IGOtJC, waa tnach annojed by a tronbleBomo 
and rRxations neighbour, one Sir Thomas Hobby, vho, having married a widow, the 
inlieriloi of Hncknesa lordship, haring a fall purse and no children, delighted lo 
spend hitf money and time in lawsaits." Sir Hugh in another part colls him, " My 
father's old enemy, Sir Thonui Hobby," and snyti, " That he was of each a nature, 
unless a man became his very slave, that there was not any keeping friendship, for 
he loTcd to carry all things after his own way and hnmaar, how unjnst or injurious 
soever ; and within a year, being at the sessuniB and differing in opinion with him, 
he tboaght to pat an affront on me, by determining the matter after his own mind ; 
bnt I, patting it to the opinion of the bench, h&dthem all on my side, inoomnch that 
he, turning aboni, said to the gentleman that sat next to htm, ' His grandfather once 
crossed me thus on the bench, bnt I made him repent it, and so will 1 this man.' 
And truly, soon after he began a snit against me in the Star Chnmbor, and I agatnsl 
him in the Court of York ; but finding binuolf to have the worst end of the staff, 
procuring the Lord Covontiy, then Lord Keeper, to send for me to compose both ; 
hut after the check I gave him In the Sessions, he never appeared there more, nor 
was so active or formidalle in the country as formerly. The Sydcnhams, now pos- 
sessed of Hackneas, may in some sort thank me for it, for Sir Thomas Hobby, to 
make the Lord Coventry his friend against me, proposed his consiu Sydenham in 
marriage to my Lord's grandchild, and so settled HackneBs on him, which in right 
belonged to Mr. Dakins, next to Sir Thomas's tody, whose land that was," 

Sir Hugh Cholmoodeley is wrong in details, though probably right in substance, 
as to the negotiations between Uoby and the Lord Keeper, for Sir Thomas's nephew, 
John Sydenham, did actually marry, not the granddaughter, bnt the niece of the 
Lord Keeper, Aune Hart, and snccccded la the property at Sir Thomas's death in 
1640. 



I am not concerned to defend the character of Sir T. Hoby, of 
which I know nothing, except that Burghley speaks of him as " of 
a tractable and kynde dyapoaitione." But it is only fair to say that 
a parish clerk'a legend of the last resident landlord of nn estate 
* deserted from 1640 til! 1792 must be received with caution, and 
that, as for tlie Cholmondeleys, their account was that of a family 
whose proceedings had probably much to do with enlisting Burgh- 
ley's warmest sympathies on the side of his nephew. 

Let us see, for instance, how the two names come out in a letter 
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written on the 27th of April, 1599, by a member of the Council 
of York to Sir Robert Cecil. After speaking of his intention to 
attack a house near Whitby, John Fern goes on to say : — 

** I must imploy as great strengthe of people as I can from Yorke, for Sir Tho. 
Hobby being now at London I do not knowe of any faithfnll assistance in the 
cnntry ; in which respect, for that the people are wholy defected from religion 
zx myles along the coste, and doe resist all warrants and officers that come amongest 
them, I doe resolve (althoughe it hath seldome bene so nsed) to be the same tyme 
within 4 myles of the bowse, to prerent any rescnes to be mayd by the cuntrye 
(following Mr. Henry Cholmeley) whose tenant Hodgesonne is, for in January last 
one Aslaby, another of Mr. Cholmley's tenants, did rescue a person, a recusant, from 
the pursevant to the High Commission, and uppon the 23. of this present the like was 
done by 40 persons all weaponed against 2 men, that had bothe warrant from this 
counsell and the High Comession to apprehend some recusants ; affirming that yf 
there came nerer so many with whatsoever authority, they shold be slayne befor 
any towards Mr. Cholmley shold be caryed away (and yet Cholmeley is a justice of 
peace, by what means I Imow not) and threatned revenge against Sir Thos. Hobby.* 

Two families thus severed from one another so completely on 
religious and political grounds are not likely to have comported 
themselves peaceably as neighbours, or to have appreciated one 
another fairly in their descriptions of character.

I propounded for his gratious service as I am obliged being his 
Majesty's ("ubject: wlierein first I gave yow exceeding ihankes for 
the freindlyc office, in presenting my dewtye and service to my 
King, wherin I am sure by my offer not to fayle in the dowtye 
of my loyaltye, as I am confident not to erre in the performance, 
when tymc shall serve to make testymonye therof. And if in all 

the increoflc of jour extraordittarf good rcapec^te onto mec, which nowc at hU comings 
lo Florence hce hatb noe fnllj confinned (afflnniugeron to bee a principall Bgonte in 
the speedie cffectingo of my bosiDCB vith Ihc Prince my maiCer}," i.e. the buIc of 
hiH vetate at Kenilworth, afterwards traaHfcTTVil to Prince Charlu. " 1 cumot 
defbe howe to giio fitte correspondencj to this your excecdinge lovinge kindnes 
towardcs moe; seeiDj^e therefore that I necde not doabte of your constante pcr- 
scTcrance tboreiD, I will not bee dainty to make yon n pnrtic to my desaigncs. I have 
sente nnto hia Highnes a litle treatise mache importinge his owns evcority and 
proffitte, Iho coppie whereof I have horowith sentc nnto yon, that yon may [the 
betl«r instract yoor eelfo to incnrrago his Highnes to ondertake a nutter of that 
coDseqnence for his owne safety and perpetnaU good. It cannott bcc unknowne to 
JOB that I hate K'nnn hia Uighncs my estate of Killingwonhe for a amnllo matter, ' 
(owiidoTiiige the worthc thereof. 1 have onely rescrred the conistableshippo of the 
castle, that I may have somme commande there nnder his Highnei, whensoever I 
shall happen lo cotnmo into Englandc-, and oltsoe that ho will protecte mee (and 
that hut justly,) in the sale uf Ktchington an<I Bntsall, that I isigbtc sctle my estate, 
to bee the better able to doe his Uighnes serrice ; for withonte the sale thereof I 
shal bee in farre worse caac then I was before. I have given warrante to Mr. Yates 
to nndergoc all my bnaineeaea whatsoever in my bchalfo, in my absence ; and hee 
hath soo confinned moe in the assnmnce of yonr fornarde nn<l readie aEeietance 
nppon all occasions, that I needo not any more nolicite yon therein : hat hee cann 
likewise asanre yon that, nppon the sale of those landes, I have proportioned a 
thaukefnil gratnity for yon, as a tmtimony of my exceedinge love and tbankfnllnea 

The treatise which follows is composed of two parts, Ihc Hrst showing " the greate 
importance for soe greate a Prince as yoor Uighnes, to bee mast«r of the seas ;" the 
second, explaining the construction of the GaUisabra. 

Again, in Jannary \en, we have a letter (S. P. Dom. Uxvi. 16) written by Sir 
B. Dudley lo a friend in London ; perhaps, to Mr. Yates, not, as soggeslcd liy 
Mrs. Green, to Sir D. Fonlis, who is referred to b£ a third pcreon, speaking of a new 
kind of vessel which he bad iniented. and had called a eonnter-galliass, and which 
seems to be the same aa ilio Gallerala in (he texL 

In May 1614, probably on the same day aa the ielter to Koulis. Dndlej wn>te 
(8. P. Dom. Ixxiii. l(i) to Somerset, commending the matter tr 
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my propoiitioni of Itio lyko nutun; and Bome more dlCBctilie. T 
liavo hotliirrto |»crfofincd more llien promesed to oihere, I duabt 
nut but bo Mil to vlicwu imiuli more pcircction in the licrTice of 
my owno King. In fyne I uin aurn of doing it upon the ttnyme 
oi! demuniitrBbla jiroofc* I linvo made, upplying all my experieaoe 
■nd iryuM of tliKt mnlvr in one perfect vtssell, and wishe ondre 
b» Mnjvtlye had lommu iturc of ttiem for his owne safetye, and 
prcftt lliut wi»Im bcfor any other wblic to my aelfe of perform an ce. 

It U trcwu tbul it in not ^liUo to give a pcrfyttc dem oust rat too 
of the thing without it doingc, und if I hud my mcancs maid orer 
to mo for ccrtano landti to bo Bould by agreement in the bargsa 
in Kcnnclwoorthc to tho I'riocc, aa yow well know and Mr. Yattea,^ 
I would not fiiyle, uppon nuuh onk-m as his Alajcstye would com. J 
mund mo, to malco onu of my uwnc charrgts, referiing thai 
recompcnco to hi> gratiousnvN, in all whcrin my honour nor I 
honcilyc mny not W taxed, and, wheroE I am suru his Majesty's I 
goodncs wouhl liuvu pHnripall conn i deration, and to that I referre J 
inc. in the mcano tymc, to give hiti Mujestyc some demonstrablo ■ 
rvuon that il u pownblc to mulco ii vcmoII of dowble the force toT 
hii gallioiiB, that in to Kuyo, 10 fur 20, 1 will argwc this by J 
example of others, and jjrooft-a ol'MOitiu tliingcs I imve doun. 

I'lmt, for example. Ids Majei-tyo niaye informe himselfe tliab.^ 
10 of Ills owne gallions is well able to honte 20 of the King ofT 
Spayni^B, ufl hatlio bene proved, ilioiigli they be bigger then hia. 
And the reason is, the quHlityo of shippa to be swyfter and thcrs^V 
ordinanec pluiccd for more advantage, by whieh Hdvantige xhey T 
mnye take the wyndc of these huge gallions and sinckc them, 
hecaus in tineking consistithe the modcrne secretes of fight, and 
not in boording as anticnlye tliey did. So by the lyke reason 
that arte wlueh ean make a vessell of suche qnatytyc to be much ' 
swifter then the Kingcs Majesty's, and caryc more ordinance and 
better to passe then theye arre able to doe, I maye conclude that 
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vessels of mch qualitye and force are aa much towe strong for liia 
Majesty's shippes, as his Majesty's arc proved and eayed to be towe 
strong for the King of Spaynes. 

Secondlyc, to confermc the probabilitye by the proofes I have 
(loinge, this is manifeat to be seeno that I speiike of at this hower. 
I maide a Tessell of my ownc iavcntion, and the first ! maide for 
the G[rand] D[u1cg] called the gsillion St. Gio[vaiini] Babtiita, 
which is but 600 tonne, and not halfe in burthen to the famous 
shtppe that the Prince maide ; yett this small one caryethe as 
manye ordinance and of as much force as that great© one which 
caryethe 60 pcices or thereaboutcs, and ao manyc dotlie this of 
myne, being the lower tyere demy cannones, and upper tyere demy 
culverin; by which force this email shippe being swifter of saillc 
then the greater, aa I take sure to be, is by that qualitye able to 
take the advantage of the wynde, and equall in ordinance bathe the 
Bdvantagea to beute the greater, and is of more force. 

An other vessell I have made nearer by proofe this aorte of 
TesscU I pretend for the Kinges service, tlmt is but 300 tonnes or 
rather 250 tonnes, I call galllzabra, which by her proportion is 
&rre awyfler then the other mentioned and caryethe but 50 pcices. 
Yette her lower tyere being all demy cannones and better to passe, 
is as forcible as the other of 600 tonnes. I saye then that thi^ 
lesser vessell being fore more swyfte then the Gallic St. Gio[ran)/i] 
Bahtitt (espetiallye uppon a tackc) by hor qualitye, is of better sorle 
then the greater, and of much more service by her flatnes, not 
drawing above 8 feetc water, and so raaye offend or defend upon 
more advantages. 

Touching the proofes of ewyftnes, yow must nnderstund that 
gallies and galliasca are the swyftest of tlie world, by reason of there 
great Icdthe and flutencas, bo as theye are able to saillc 2 feete for 
one with anye shippe. I have maide a vessell of my owne inven- 
tion I call </aller<tla, different in proportion from a gallic, lliut is 
proved to faille J parte more, and wherin a gallie cari'jlhe but 7 or 
8 peices, this galleiata being no bigger then a gallic and so swylle

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88 I Bayc, caryethe ncire 30 peiccs of brace and 20 bombardini or 
pedcrcrs, so as ehe maye be treble or 4 tymes tbe force of" a gi^Hie, &c. 

N.owe I conclude from tbese proofes and experiences that I have 
maid, witb dyvers otliera to longe to repeate, I have framed this 
vcsscll 1 propounded for the King's 'service, ivbich for swyftncs I 
can prornes shall alwaye the woret of these ought saill' tbc Kingee 
fihipa Jparte: eache of these shall caryc 100 pcices of ordinance 
as good in service as anye the shjppa of his Majestyc can csrye: 
I meanc in any one shippc, not anye one peice. 

That these sorte of vessels shall not pass 10 or 11 Coote water at 
most, which is but i the draught of some ships of the navye. 

That these vessell by a proved invention can hardlye be suncke 
by tbe enemjea ordinance. 

That these shalbe sufBcientlye secure for fowle weather. 

That these mayc in the symmer tyme be able to rowe lyke gal- 
liasses, albeit they have 2 whole dcckcs and the palliasses but one 
decke, in which consistitbe much arte, and a great secrete of con- 
tinewing. 

Tliat these vessels maye be kept under arches in an arsinall as 
galliarees be so kept drye, and no charge to kepte them, in respect ■ 
of shippes. 

That ibis vessell usithe square salles, with some difference from 
shippes. 

That this vessell la not halfe the charge to make as a greate 
sbippe, I mean for the building, and in lesse tyme. 

That tbe use of these vcssells is not so fitt for long viages to the 
Indies or such lyke, n§ to defend the State, thoughe they maye be 
able vcrye safelye in occasion to navigat lo the West Indies. 

This veBscli I call u conlrc gollittsse by reason of there exceiding 
force, swyftncs, and that ihcy arc able to rowe compelentelye well, 
thereby u> guyne manyc advontngeg that ehippB can not doe. 

And this what I wryt« I am nldo to make good by my owae 
experiences a« fcciirelye oi anye of them I have maido and more : 
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and if I had my monyca which I expect for Balsall and Ichiiigtou 
I would make on? at my owne charge upon such conditions as hia 
Majesty wilbe pleused to offer me: wherin yow must consider what 
condition maye bring me home with my honour und honestye and 
honour of my birthe right, well dcsei'ving them to doe the State bo 
memorable a service, and the detect wayc to make it the happiest 
and greatest monarchic of the world being applyde as I knowc. 

One thing I resolve yow, that if it please his Jlajesty to harkin 
to this grealrcs ti> him selle, I must pretend to desyre to be generall 
(with that tytle) of such a squadron of these vesselles as litsMajcEtyc 
shalbe pleased to have, and to be a command and goverment hy it 
selfe, not to he under the Admirall of England ; but as the gallics 
is in Fraiice, a different command at sea, nor hazard the reputation 
of my owne workes under the discretion or skill of an other. Hia 
Majesty maye make as manye of these as he please for his safetye 
and streothe, but lesse then 6 were no fitl squadrant, which maye 
be maide in one yeirc, and having maiJe an arsinall after my fashon 
for these vessels, which his llajeatye maye doe about London hed- 
land or where he pleasithe, and kcpe these vesselles drye alwayea 
above the water for litlc charges yerelye. 

This for the present is as much as I can aaye to satisfyc his 
Majestye in this poynt, which I am moat willing to doe as his loyall 
and faithfull subject that haihc not spent his tyme idlye to serve 
him, and so I commit yow most affectionatlye to God's protection.

The date, bowerer, there given of 1813 ia 
shown to bo wrong by the extracts here printed j and the idea waa evidently ona 
which sprang from the events o[ IBM. Sir Robert Cotton, no doubt, got ths 
paper into his hands from Somerset, with whom bo was closely connected. It ii to 
be noticed that the treatiac abont the Gallizabca fonrardcd to Prince Hent]' 
(p, 6, note 2) appears from its indorsement to have been laid before Charles I. on 
the Ist of Jannarf, 1630. The King was then reminded of Dudley's i 
naval nrcliitcelnre by the affair of Sir R, Cotton's prosecution, and wiahcd to refresh 
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of your LoP* letter concertiin^ the affaira of the middle alii res, ^ at 
the sight whereof his Ma'" rjjoyceth to have played the prophet. 
For, allthough liia Ma"" knew not till now of the taking back of

It may please your Honour. I may have pardon if I take the 
boldnes cither to trouble your buisinea or to disquiet your leasure by 
these few lines, »ince I understand many waics that your Honour 
hath vouchsaft to keepe so poore a man as my solfe not only in 
your memoire but in your favour. My very enemies have never 
adventured to esteeme me ungratcfull, and I must be so in the 
highest degree if I fiiile to professe the uttermost of my service to a 
person wliome the greate favour of my Soveraigne hath not only 
made worthie, but founde worthic of all respectes, and whome the 
splendour of fortune hath not beene able to make either lesse ver- 
tuous nor less courteous. The world hath alreadie, in my hearinge, 
geven your H[onour] this due, that you have nobly obliged more 
persons in fewe monethes, then some others of like condition could 
be drawne to doe in many yeares. It will not, ihcrefore, seeme 
straunge, if I runne towards your II[onour] witl) hope to be 
regarded, since I have winges geven to me, not only by the commoa 
fame of your goodnes, but by the knowledge I have of the favour 
your H[onoiir] was wont to doe me, and the notice which is come 
to me of late, that bothe you are pleas'd to wishe me well, and that 
you wilbe carefiill upon just occasions to expresse it, 

I have a suite unto his most excellent Majestic, which shall cost 
him nothinge, but shall rather make him the richer, since it will 
minister an occasion to the exercise of much royall vertue ; and 
yout H[onour] shall have made a purchase, at an easic rate, of as 
many humble and faithfull servauntcs as I hare frendes' in the 
worldc, by vouehsafinge to move it. It is, that after the absence 
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of BO many yeares out of my countrey, in such & convenRtion as 
your H[onour] eawc in PariB (and I have cause to glory in eucli a 
witnea), I may be repniriated , and wilhall be obliged, wbiteat I live, 
to kiflso that handc of youra wliicli shall have derived such a beneGte 
upon ine fromc his moate excellent Mnjeslie. The reasons that may 
induce it are such as followe : -That some ' nine yeares since I was 
not banntshcd, but absented only, with this clause, that I f)iould not 
rctumc till his Mtijesties pleasure were first knowne; That the Lordea 
of the Councell promised, as appeares by the order it self, to 
move hia Majestic for my returne, upon notice had of my dutifull 
behaviour abroade ; That I have lived these nine yeares abroade, 
without all tutcho of disloyalty j That I have never accepted from 
any Prince or Prelate one peniworth of enterteynement ; That I 
have upon all occasions published my self for the instance of his 
Majesties great clemencie and goodnes towardes me j That I have 
lived with great satisfaction of the great persons of my stolion, and 
his Majesties Ambassadonrs and Agcutes whome I have had the 
honour to converse withall, wlierein I rcmicte my auK to theire tes- 
timony; That my estate in England is entangled, partly by a suite 
in the Chauncery, and partly by debtes, wliereby, without my pre- 
sence there, I am not able to make bcnefito of my poore estate, accord- 
inge to that graunte whieh his Mujestie hath beene pleasd to make 
me ; That I have offended noc otherwise then in the erronr of my 
judgmente, and noe otherwise then thousandes of my profession in 
England, who yet are suffred to breathe in the aire of theire coun-

IG15, and accordinglj omitted aX lAd; Dnj ISCT to pay tho lialf-jearlj icstalmcDt 
of bis soD'a annakj. I'liumoii Amndell at once filed a bill against bia futher, 
reopeniiig the nholti (luistion of the right to ulianalo the lands, and speciall; 
domaiiilinB the pajmert of his annuilj. Bacon, who had now aocccecleJ Elli-smere, 
reeommc'ijded Lord Arundel! on the lat of July ICU (.Order BeaIi,l5J6 A. fot. 1123) 
to pay the annnity, but reserved bis deeision on the main question, and a few days

Butt if itt please your Lordship to be satisflod of the truth, you 
shall find Sir Jhon brought into the St aire -chamber for bis passionate 
cariage upon the benehe towards one of his fellow commissioners ; 
upon a motion in that Court for bis contempts committed to the 
Fleet, and, upon reading of an affidavit, thought unfitt to be con- 
tinued in the Commission of Peace, to which purpose my late Lord 
Chancelour gave his direction about the 3. of December shallbe tow 
years; which Sir Jhon getting notice of, to give the better coullor 
to his displacing, writt some 3 dayes after to my Lord desiring hia 
Lordship would be pleased to spaire his service in respect of his 
years; wher indeed he was in effect out of the Commission before, 
by vertu of that direction : and so consequently ther was nothing in 
him to resigne, aither voluntirily or other wayes.

My moat noble Lorde. I presumed the reading of a letter would 
be less troublesome to youre Lordship then my owne attendance, 
which makes me the ralher choose to write. For Sir Thomas 
Wentworth's allegations, I can saye no more then this, that if 
Mr. Bond, who was then my Lord Chauncelloures Secretarie and 
the messenger to mc from his Lorde, do not justifie that my Lord 
was unwilling to put in anie to the place which my father had 
resigned, but whome he wished wel unto ; and therefore he desired 
me to name one, and I named Sir Thomas Wentworth : let me

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forfett for ever my crcditt witVi youre Lordship, which I would not 
doe for all Wentwortli's estate. 

I could alledge my father hath beene in it tliia forty yeeres and 
done the Kiug continual! service ; I could allso alledge that his 
deservings to the King (setting aside the wrangling in the Par- 
lament which you, my noble Lord, I hope have reconciled,) would 
farr outweigh his. But my humble suite and weightiest argument 
at this time to your Lordship must be this, that the doing of thia 
coocernes me so much in my estate, as if your Lordship should give 
me two or three thowsand pownd a yeare : which, though none 
know, I make bold to let youre Lordship understand. The pre- 
judice that comes to Sir Thomas Wentworth by it, is not worth 
two shilling, and, done faireJie, the disgrace none. I most humblie 
therefore desire, that this greate importance to me maye outweigh 
in youre Lordship's opinion the peevish and malitious humoure of 
him.

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did command the officers in his Majc3ty['8] name to take it in 
hande, signifying to them that it was hia pleasure to have his 
expenses of liowse reduced to lilYy thowsand poundea yearely, 
togither with the Queen's; oncly omitting the stable, which ia left 
to your Lo[rdship's] ordering; and there is fowrteen dayes given 
them to frame their project and eund it to his Majesty. Notwith- 
standing I am of opinion it shalbe to good purpose that his Majesty 
writl to them a lectrc to tliat effect which I desired by my last ; 
for in truth they went very unwillingly about the husines, and hia 
Majesty['s] authority will spurre them much. For the wardrohbe 
my Lo[rd] Hay^ and my Lo[rd] Chamberlain^ have taken the 
charge to make a frame thereof, and to give it as much expedition 
as tliey possibly con. So of the three greatc hcadea there resteth 
but the matter of pcnsiona, which we stialbe next in hand with, and 
how it shall proceed your Lordship shall heare. 

In the Navy we concluded yesterday with Sir Robert Mansell, 
uppon his offer that, if he might have ten thowsand pound presently 
his Majestie should save six hundred poundes a monthe for ever, 
which ia about seven thowsand pounds by yeare, and the mystery 
was not great, though it have been long in suspence, for it was no 
more but where bis Majestic keepeth now continewatly at seas 
seven ships and pynaces he wold keep but fowre and discharge the 
rest, which this ten thowsand pound must full pay for their service 
past ; but we have ordered he shall have the money. 

In Ireland we can doe little till the officers come, who are not 
yet arrived.

The Venetian ambassador' halh been with me, who, uppon these 
occasions which are conteyned in the lettres of Sir Henry Wotton* 
which I have sent to your Lordship, presseth still for a declaration 
of his Majesty, although hia advertisement, aa he delivered it to 
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me, be farre short of that whicb Sir Henry Wotton writteth. I 
have given him good wordes concerning his MajeBty['s] disposition 
to that State, and that when it ehall appeare that the King of Spain 
breaketh through his own fault, his Majesty will not fayle to doe aa 
Ilia honnor sliall require. This I did the ratlier because Sir Henry 
Wotton craveth tyme of a wecke more to advertise more certainly. 
If Mr. Comptroller ' had apoken with me before his going I might 
have learned by him what opinion is in France about the observa- 
tion of this peace with Venice,^ or what their diapoaition is toward 
the maintenance of it, and have knowen better what to have sayd to 
the Venetian ; but now he is there hia Majesty may know it of him, 
and BO give hia directions aa he shall see cause. 

I have sent your Lo[rdahip] lettrea which I receaved even now 
out of France. AYhen your Lordship hath perused these lettrea 
which I send to you from tyme to tyme I beseach you that 
Jlr. Packer may return them. So I humbly take my leave. From 
the Court at Whitehall this 14 November 1617.

We have, accordingc to your Ma- 
jestea command, taken into our conrideration the offers made by Sir 
Richard Haughton' to your Majestic of his allome worbea ; and, 
aswcll by our owne experience in genorall as upon perticuler con- 
ference with divers your Majesty's officers and others, fourth of 
longe practice likelycst to have best knowledge in those workes, we 
fynde that your Majesty's owno allome workea are now already 
setled for the yearcly makeinge of soe many tonnes of allome as 
{accordinge to a medium tbereof formerly cast upp) can poesiblely 
receave vent eyther at home or abroade. See that if these workea of 
Sir Richarde Haughton's weare at this instant in your Majesty's 
handea, we doe not se to what purpose your Majestic ehould be at 
the charge to kccpe them upp, beinge there is as much allome 
already undertaken to be made for your Majestic as can be vented.

Now that it is knowen where be is I desire to know his Ma- 
jeaty['s] pleasure, whether my pelfc in hia Majesty['s] name or 
some of my LL. may writt to command his return, thereby to trye 
hira, although I fcare now the worst. If hia Majesty like it 1 will 
finde some way to have it delivered. I thought it my duety to Ictt 
his Majesty know what is become of him. 

Touching Mr. Trumbula motion for his return, I shall attend 
his Majesty tyme enough at Newmarkett, but for his increase of 
allowance, so as to putt hia Majesty to a new charge, I know not 
how to doe it ; but, if his Majesty like to have him stay there, I 
will, out of the allowance I have for secreat services, give him one 
hundred poundes or two hundred markcs more by the year, rather 
then draw a new charge on hia Majesty for example. And seing 
that he restelh there but in the quality of a private man,' if hia 
Majesty thinkc 6t to continew him in that quality, he must have 
signilication of his pleasure; if aa an agent or publike minister, he 
must have some lettres of credence.

My duety to your Lordship liumbly rcmembred. This lettre 
sliall give bis JIajesty by your Lo[rdsliip] an accompt of sucli tbings 
at it pleasd bim to commilt to mee at Theobalda, or as do conceme 
bis service. 

First for the Lord Wotton, wben I had delivered his Majesties 
message to liira in such manner as I receaved it, bis Lordship tooke 
thereby occasion to rcpeate from the beginning the course of pro- 
ceeding in that buaincsse bciweene him and Sir Henry Carey, 
inferring still that he never yeelded to deliver bis staffe ' and retire 
without some marke of bia Majesties favor, and he hoped his Majesty 
bad not be ene otherwise informed. That, notwithstanding, he did 
not intend to capitulate with his Majesty, for he knew bis staSe was 
in his pleasure, and he would lay it at his feete, if he would have it 
soe, but yet had confidence in bia long service and in bia Majestyea 
gracious acceptance thereof, and that be hoped his Majesty would 
not regard him lesse then he had done others of his rankc, and 
named my Lord Walling ford, who had not only an advancement of 
dignity, but a ward yearly by condition with bis Majesty.^ To that 
I awnswcred that my Lord WalUingford's case and bis differed, for 
from my Lord Wallingford his Majesty tooke the staffe for his 
service, and gave him no leave to dispose of it ; and for the ward, 
he had it not by condition, but of hia Majestyea favor some moneths 
after. Jly Lord Wotton said that he knew not that, and when I 
urged that Ke ought to have Lad the like confidence of hia Majcstyes

his reply was, thut he had no cause to doubt it, but asked mee if I 
would give my word that I would be carefull sollicitor for hira. I 
Baid I durst not give my word (without I had warrant) in a thing 
depending upon his Majestyes will, but would advertise his Majesty 
ofbia awnswere, and for mee his Lordship needed not to doubt but 
that for myne ancient acquaintance with him I would be ready to 
do hira any good office that lay in my power. I must not omilt to 
teil your Lordship that, among other things, I said to him that he 
was to accompt it for a great marke of his Majestyes favour that 
he had leave to nominate his successor, which he did acknowledge, 
but alleadged his auncient service, and that he thought his Majesty 
would not find it unreasonable he should expect his favour in his 
suite. 1 thinkc that if he may have some hope thereof, though he 
do it Tiot by way of capitulation, yet he will performe with Sir 
Henry Carey. But because I see him desirous to have some comfort 
of it, and to put in me some confidence for the furthering of it, I 
durst go no further than I have till I hearc from his Majesty. I 
must not omitt also that in speaking of the reference of his suite to 
those who could judge of it, hee looke exceptions to the Lord 
Treasurer ' and Mr. Chancellor " as havinge beene adverse to him 
before, which I said his Majesty might eascly helpe by adding some 
others to them. And this is as much as 1 can say for that part. 

I have acquainted my Lords with the suite of the Ambassador 
of Venice,' who do like very well of his Majestyes awnswere, and 
do appoint to speake with him on Wensday next. I receaved also 
lettres from Sir Henry Wotton, whereby he doth advertise that the

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whether hereafter when like lettrea come to mee I shall addresse 
them to your Lordship or Mr. Secretary ' when he 13 there. 

Yesterday my Lords heard the matter of Cuptaine BaylifFe,- and 
when so much had beene examined as concerned his leaving of Sir 
Walter Kaleigh, I thinke, if nothiug else had happned, my Lords 
would have beene divided in opinion about his committing, at least 
some of us should. But my Lord Admiral* produced two things 
whereof my Lords liad never heard before ; the one was a report 
made by BayliSe, and deUvered abroad in writing, wherein he doth 
lay foule imputacions on Sir Walter Kaleigh, whereof there is no 
proofe, and of many the examinacions do cleare him, so that wee 
should all have agreed to have committed him for that. 

But, that being done, my L[ord] Admiral alleaged that Bayliffe 
had, on Thursday last at a dinner, spoken that ho could accuse Sir 
Walter Raleigh of treason, and some others greater then hee, and 
presently called in two men who advowed to my Lords that Bayliffe 
had so said, and likewise a third was sent for by Bayhffe's direction, 
one Captaine Chester, who did in effect affirm as much, and Bayliffe 
being urged to the particulars, awnsweared he knew them not ; hut 
that Mr. Hastings, my Lord Huntingdon's brother, had told him at 
Plymouth that Sir Walter Raleigh was 3 false unworthy fellow, and 
that he had said to him that which was treason. Upon this, my 
Lords have committed BaylifFe close prisoner, and given order to 
hia Majestyes Councell to examine the witnesses and him, for if that 
be true which he saieth upon Sir Walter Raleigh, yet is it misprision 
of treason in him to conceale it so long. Of this my Lordes will 
write themselves to his Majesty, and so I am the shorter. 

I have spoken with Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer concerning 
the Earl of Somerset's motion, and my Lord Hay and hee and I had 
some conference about it. He conceaveth it to bee indifferent for 
his Majesty, but cannot give a direct awnswere till he know how 
many yeares purchase my Lord will insist upon, for if he tye his

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Majesty to the uttermost valcw, then is my Lord Treasoror and hee 
but my Lord of Somerset's bayliffcs to make money for liim, and 
pciliups Ilia Majesty tyeing himselfe to a certainty ot the highest 
rate, may loose. I thinke, for my opinion, it were good Mr. Chan- 
cellor had order to go speako with him and to understand him 
clearcly and to conclude as he shall see cause.

Right trustie and welbeloved CounseUors, we greet you well.' 
We -have perused your letter touching the proceeding with Sir 
Walter Raleigh, in both which courses propounded by you we find 
imperfeccion. As first we like not that there should be only a nar- 
rative sett forth in print of bis crimes togitber with our warrant for 
his execution. And for the other course of a publik calling him 
before our Counscll wee think it not fitt, because it would make him 
too popular, as was found by experience at his arraignement at 
Winchester, where by his witt he turned the hatred of men into 
compassion of him. Secondly, it were too great honor to him to 
have that course taken against one of his sort, which we have ob- 
served never to have been used but toward persons of great qualilie,

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as namely the Coimtesae of Shrewsbury, and some such. Besides 
it would make too great a stirre to have audi sending of advice and 
dircclionfl to and fro as you mention in your lettre, Wc have 
therefore thought of a middle course. That he be called only before 
those who have been the examiners of him liitherto, and that the 
examinations be read, and himself heard, and others confronted with 
him who were with him in this action.

The care I have to acquht myaclf according to tlie profession of 
my frendsliip toward your Lordship, makes mc acquaint you at 
this tyme with some thing that fell out concerning you in the tyiue 
of his Majestcs last heing at Whitehall. Some two dayca before 
his remove from thence, the Lords and other Commissioners for 
euquirye touching the mispending of his treasure rcpayred to his 
Majestic, and gave him an account of all their labours, and amongst 
the rest what they had found against your Lordship and your wife ; 
and in conclusion did all upon their knees beseech his Alajesty to 
be pleased that both your Lordship and your wife, togither with 
Sir John Bingley, might be called to the Starre Chamber, there to 
be sentenced for your misdemeanours in your office. The reasons 
for which they moved his Wojcstie to yield to tliis order were two ; 
first, for Ilia Majestcs own honour, who could not otherwise be 
cleared except by such a publik and legall course in regard of bis 
taking the staff from you; and for stopping the mouths of those 
that reported that your Lordship's office was taken from you, not 
upon just ground, but only by the partiallitie of a Court faction. 
The other reason was that by this legall and publik proceeding 
there might an example be made for securing his Majestie and 
his posteritie from being ill served by any that shall exercise that 
place hereafter. But though his Majestie (as himself told mc soon 
after) disputed with them that it had been for his Majeates honour 
to grant you first a hearing upon all the points that you are to be

and advertisements togetHer, which, though they were written in 2 
Beverall weekes, yet the contrarictie of the windea made them come 
together by the same passage. That indorsed to his Majestie came 
recommended from Venice to M, Burlimacchi, and is addressed 
from Girolamo Vecchietti, a Florcntin. 

By thes his Majeslie will see the proceedings in Bohemia, Hun- 
garie, and Austria, the Venetians' disaccommodations with the 
Pope, the Earl of Argile's hopes in the Spanish Jcsuitcs and in 
the Condo, and his designe in disposing bis daughters, the project 
of the Spanish Armada upon the coasts of Flanders, now that the 
French have removed them from Graveling; which makes mo 
wishe your Lordship wold advise well upon the ouverture which 
was presented you in Mr. Coke's lettres which I sent inclosed in 
one of my last dispatches to your Lordship.

nor goe beyond my warrand.

Right Noble Lord. I have represented unto my self your eminent 
place of service and most honorable imploymentes in the highest 
afiaires of State, and thereupon now for a long time forborne to 
trouble your honor with anv letters, though I have beene sundrie 
times importunately occasioned thereunto.

It may please your Lordship. Yesterday the Lords set into the 
buisincEsea recommended by bis Majestic. I began first with tbnt 
of the registring the shippcs, etc., which was digested into bcadt'.s, 
and 80 sent lo the Commissioners for the Xavie to pcrfit up aid 
retorne to the Lords, that an Act of Counsel may be passed upon 
it according to his Majesties directions at Theobalds. 

Then we entred into conpideracion of Sir Thomas Dutton's suite 
for the inland forts in Ireland. In that Counsel's lettres and certi- 
ficate we find ihey would not undertake lo give us any ndvice for 
the fee ferraing of them, though that were the raainc point wherein

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we vffjuired their direct advise ; neither do they give us any par- 
ticulcr survey of the lands lyeing to every i'ort, but leave them bo 
in confiifo, as the Lords founJ no reason to undertake to deterinine of 
thnt which is yet so unknowen unto them. The Icttre inclosed will 
give his Majestie a general accompt. I'he particulers arc committed 
to Secretary Calvert to relate by word of mouth at his coming. 

The Tobacco fermers and ihe Virginian and Bermudas Com- 
panies were heard after, and order given to Mr. Solicitor to prepare 
the patent, and a connnission to accord tiieyr articles, and a license 
for those Companies to import a porcion of tobacco, notwithstanding 
the Inst proclamation for sole importation to the fermors. 

After thes Sir Francis Blundel was heard touching the plantacion 
of Lctrim and the Icttres fronn Ireland read. And theyr Lordshipps, 
Upon considcracion of the many imperfections and defectca and want 
of execution in the .3 former plantacions of Ulster, Wexford, and 
Longford, fell all upon a joinct resolucion to move his Majealie that 
those 3 former plantacions might be exactly surveyed and reviewed, 
and reformed, before they should setle thnt of Letrim, for perfiting 
wherof the season of the yeare would be now overpast, before they 
could well set into the worke. 

My Lord Chancellor, my Lord of Arundel, and my eelfe, have 
corrected the Proclamacion for tenant rights, and sent it sway to 
be ingrossed. 

The Jlarchsnt Adventurors were heard this morning touching 
their proposicion of removing their staple, but because the Secretary 
of Middlcburgh was absent (who we ar tould thnt he doth attend 
there at the Court), and the Marchants themselves desired the con- 
clusion of that busines might be respited for a time, the Lords could 
not proceed any further in it as yet. 

The complaint of the Counsel of Scotland of the want of silver 
was likewise appointed to have been heard tliis day. But because 
Mr. .Tames Douglas, who was to have attended that buisines, is 
gone away with the Court, wo sent to Sir William Alexander to 
have informed us what he could thereof, but he rctorned us aunswcr 
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that he waa utterly unacquainted with that complaint, and could 
say nothing at all of it, so as we could not settle any jugement 
what to do in that matter till ive should receive more parliculer 
iuformacions. 

Maxwell' and Alured' are to be before the Lords th' 
and Mr, Solicitor hath theyr pamphlets to charge thcin with iheyr 
several iniademeanors ; whereupon we expect theyr recognicion^ to 
make a way for the Ambassador's m«diacion for them. 

Tomorrow morning wee have appointed for I'owles,* and the 
aftemoone to dispatch the new baigaine of the Coales, if we can 
not end it this aftcrnoone without Sir Lionel Cianield, who is not 
yet rctomed from Court. Sir Nowell Caron" is to pay this day 
into the Exchequer £7,105 od money, and had paid in £5,000 
more for de la Barrc,be8idea the £1,600 which hath been seised 
into the Exchequer of his goodes all ready had he not been seques- 
tred ; for whoui now my Lord Digby is to accompt, and Sir Nowell 
Caron to be discharged of de la Burr's part of the £00,000. Moses 
Tryon's pardon is past the Signet by me, but I must pray your 
Lordship that I may be discharged of the £5,000, wliich he hath 
given assurance to pay it unto others, it being a part of the £60,000 
contracted for betwene Sir Nowell Caron and me. I must addo 
one worde more about the Baronetahip of Sir Thomas Bishop, for 
whom Mr. Read tould me his JIajc&tie ahold have £6,000,^ and I 
i'rom him informed his Majestic as much. But now Mr, Read tells 
me the King muat have but £500, and that £100 must go another 
way. And of that £500 he saith iurlher, that he hath a lettre of

Moat honourable. The many crosse accidents happening unto 
mc in the place 1 hould make me fly unto your Lordship's favour 
as the surest anchour of my fortunes. There is a yong Man lately 
sworno a Counsellor amongst us, Sir Roger Jones, sonne of the late 
Chituncellor, who, with much insolency, in the presence of a greate 
nomher of the Noblemen, Bishops, and others at the Councell 
board, publiquely interrupted and reprehended mee, contrary to his 
dutie to his Majestie and the place lie held.

1620. My most honorable Lord. By my wife's report since she went 

Sept. 1. into England I have receaved the comfort that your Lordship is 
pleased to give eare to her sute for the amendment of my poore 
condition, whereof I take the boldnes to represent the true estate to 
your Lordship, to the end you may not be unfurnished of argument 
to his Majesty when you shall findc your owne best time to move 
him in my favour. It draweth now uppon five yeares since I came 
into this service, after having ended two Ambassages of as long 
continuance in Italy, one ordinarie with the state of Venice, an 
other exterordinarie with the Duke of Savoy. This State I fownd 
governed by a contrarie faction both to God's service and his 
Majesties, which was supp[orted] by two extraordinarie Ambassa* 
g[es] of France, besides particular gentlemen sent from time to 
time, at no small cost of that crowne, for the same purpose, and a 
Resident Ambassador, who yet here remaines. These, without any 
one pennie of extraordinarie charge to his' Majestic, I have in- 
countered from time to time with such happie successe that the 
true religion is onely here publiquely professed, all novelties sup- 
pressed, and no Prince or State looked uppon with an eye of goode 
affection from hence in comparison of his Majesty and his king- 
domes. This required as exterordinarie diligences, so more then 
ordinarie expences, by relieving many poore but sufficient and 
serviceable men kept under in want and povertie by those who had 
all power in the state, and giving entertainment to the better sort, 
which, according to the fashion of this place, is onely tasted at 
table. My predecessor, Sir Ralph Winwood, having no such exter- 
ordinarie occasion of expencc, but many of benefit, which have not 
occurred in my time, had notwithstanding, being then but Agent, 
a liberal Ayuda de Costa owt of the Exchequer, and his meanes 
augmented towards the end of his time after he was Ambassador,

bcsides the advancement he arrived unto at last for recompence of 
his service. All of my condition who have bin employed in my 
time, and some who went into service since me, have had both 
rewards and advancements ether in possession or revertion, besides 
that theyr allowance is greater in places tesse chargeable, 
maining still at tlic anntient institution to which it was reduced by 
Sir Raph Winwood, when he came to be Secretarie, winch withall 
hath bin ever so ill payed that I have bin continually exposed to 
the burden of interests and excliangca, and what shifts I have bin 
putt unto to supplie my wants to the end hie Majesties service 
might not suifer it is not fitt for me to relate, though they have 
bin all honest and to no man's hurt but my owne, who therby am 
growne deeply indebted both here on this side the 
England, a heavie burden to an ingenious minde, which taking 
contentment in my publi[que] charge (as I must confesse I doe

and was moved to be of the conspiracy. Hereupon by order from 
my Lord Chancellor and Mr, Secretary Naunton tliere was a strong 
watch appointed in Holborne neare unto the Embassador's howse 
early on Sonday morning and so contynued until! 12 at noone, and, 
hia feare contynuing still, the like watch was sett tdl this last niglit, 
the Embassador and his whole family being up and armed the whole 
night both Saturday night and the last. I know not for my part 
what to think of it, it may be but a devise of purpose to putt the 
Spanish Embassador into a deffcnce of his owne safety, which may 
Bcrve well enough to some ends, as your Lordshipp can well judge, 
and the rather I thinke it probable enough, because 1 heare the 
Embassador of Savoye hath done his best to encrease the other's 
feares by his earnest advises and warnings to looke to himself. But 
if it should prove earnest indeedc (as God forbidd) his Majesty is so 
much interested in it, as there cannot be too much caution to 
prevent the worst.

By tho copie of my letter to the Sccretarie you will 
pcrccavc how little reason tliey had (att least as I conceavc itl) to 
give creditt to so improbable an advcrticenaenl : but itt becitig there 
desire, I shall intreaKt your Lordship to acquaint hia Majestic with 
what I here send you, and to be a means that I may retourn them 
from his Majcstie such an answearc as he in his wisdome shall 
thinke fitting, since they will here expect as much from me. 

I have not receaved any letter from Sir Bobert Manssel! since

Unto whiehe my humble and true aunswore la 
that on Friday last in the presence of them all three I ordered that 
to bee done at tlie same time whiche your Majesty now requireth. 
And so, God willing, it shall bee accomplished ; but not understanding 
'Seep. 161 now". 
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till the Wednesday before that the LotcI Keeper liad a purpose to 
bee consecrated on the Sunday folowing, it waa impossible by the 
shortnesse of the time to have the instruments ready for all the 
Consecrations upon the Sunday after. Secondly, the Bishop of 
Exeter had not the certificate of his election, out of whiche the 
confirmation was to bee made, but hath now sent a post to Exeter 
for that purpose and doubteth not but it shall bee heere by the cnde 
of the weeke, so that hee may go on then with the other two. 
Moreover the Churche of Westminster b«ng an exempt and pri- 
vileged place, and consequently out of the Archbishop's jurisdiction, 
I held it not unfit, since it could not bee performed on Sonday last, 
that it ehould bee done in the Bishop of London's Chappel, whiche 
is a place within my Province, and there where by mee eleven 
yeercs since the Archbishop of St Andrewes and the two other 
Bishops of Scotland were consecrated. And for the Commission to

iSj most noble lord. I have bene mach tormented with a Qyijtg 
report of your Lordship's crar^es and indispotdcioa, although your 
Lordship's Ute letter and another eitbence that time from Mr. Jotin 
Packer puts me in good hope that things are not so ill as they are 
reported. 

My Lord of Southampton (who, coming to Towne in hope to 
idsse his Majestie's hand, etayd there untill this day,) is very wiUlDg 
to foUowe his Majestic's directions in that husynes your Lordship 
understands of. He only (as your Lordship may find by his lettres) 
desyres his Majestie's leave of absence, which is usuall and reofonable. 
But his Majestic may choose to graunt this leave immediately by 
his owne gracious lettres, or to give me power (under the signet, or 
by a lettre from your Lordship to that effect,) whereby I may be 
enhabled to diapence with the necessary absences of this Session. 
Men in my place have heretofore (as from the King) grauntcd these

My Lord of S[outhflmpton] is touch'd with some feare of his tvro 
pcncions, but relyes alitogeither upon his Majestie's mercy and your 
Lordship's good mediation ; and 1 cannot yet but wish him all 
good BUcccBse in that perticular. 

Mr. Packer moved his Majestie for the revercion of a poore place

May it please your mostc excellent Majeatie. Wee have, accord- 
ing to your Majestie's commandement and direccions at Theobaldes, 
given divera meetinges to the States' Ambassadora, not omitting anie 
one day when your Jilajestic's other grcate affaires woulde permit, 
and following therein the way your Majesty prescribed us. We began 
first with the charge of Bantam, which had bene so much dbputed 
before your Mnjestie, and the better to prepare and ripen tliat question, 
the marohantes on both sydes were ordered to meet togeather, which 
they did accordingly, the English not failing except onely one time, 
when they were commanded to attende us your Majcstie's Commis- 
sioners here about that businesse, which we are bolde to intimate to 
your Majesty, because the Slates complaine thereof to us as a neglect, 
and we gave them this answere, wherewith we hope they were 
satisfied. But for the matter it selfe of the account, your Majesty's

to them rather to be devised here then otherwise. From this point 
being put into the marchantes handea, we fel to other thr[ee] points 
which were before left incertaine, namelj the discount of the pepper 
brought into HoUande, the restitution of the goodcB at Lantor,' and 
the exchange of the reals of eight, in none of which coulJe wee for 
the present obtaine any reasonable satisfaction from them, 

Neverthelesse, to shewe our earnest desire of an accommodation, 
and to omitt noihing that might conduce thereunto, we proceeded 
to the reiglement of trade, hdping that, If that had bene wel setled 
for the future, the rest woulde more casilie have followed ; and 
whereas your marchants had presented unto them a draught of many 
particular demandes, with a preface which the States dislyked, we 
caused all that might be anie way distastefull to be put out, and of 
those thinges which remained in our conference with them we 
principaliy insisted upon three, which eeemed of such necessity aa 
our marchants being earnestly pressed by us in private to jeildc to 
the utterraoste they coulde, protested vehemently that without 
rcdiesse in those thinges they coulde not maintaine that trade, nor 
draw adventurers to contribute thereunto. One of these was to have 
places assigned where your marchants might erect forts; touching 
■which, though we conceive them to be at libertie for the Moluccas, 
Amboina, and Banda, there being now expired the tyme of three 
yeares which is Hmitted by the Treatie and more explained by an 
Act of Counsell by your Majestie's expresse comiiiandement on the 
S4th of June 1619, yet the Ambassadors not onely deuie it in 
those places without their consent, but also in any other places of the 
Indies : 

Secondly we required that each Companie might have the 
governing, correcting, and imposing of taxes upon their owne 
nation ; But hereto we coulde finde them no way inclining ; For 
howsoever they avoyded the name of Souverainty (against which 
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we ever earnestly protested,) yet they pressed the act and practise 
thereof. Lastly we desired to have the nomber of twentic ships, 
which semes certaine by the treatie, to he left indefinite in nomber, 
with a power to the Counsel of Defense there hy common consent 
to appoint the nomber more or lesse, as the exigence of the atfuires 
may require. For the English Companie protestcth that neither 
the trade as it hath bene hitherto caryed, can maintaine their pro- 
portion of ten, nor hath there bene anie necessitie of maintatoing 
that nomber for defense of their trade ; and for offense it is not 
warranted by the treatie. And this question coming into dispute 
we holde the decision thereof to be left unto your Majestic and the 
States by the 30th Article of the aforesaide Treatie. All these 
points of reiglemcnt having hene long debated yesterday amongst 
us, at luste it was the Ambassadors' desire that the RIarchantes on 
both sydes shoulde withdraw themselves that we might speake 
privately together; we conceiving their purpose to have bene to 
accommodate the businesse betwene our selves as we have often done 
heretofore. But contrarie to our expectation, passing by all busines, 
they acquainted us with their resolucion to begin their journey this 
morning towardes Newmarket, wherein we finding them firme heldo 
it our duties to give your Msjestie this account, and wilhall that 
we thought it strange they should never acquaint us with this their 
intention til six of the clock yesternight, our caryage (we hope) 
having deserved wel at their handes, though we must confesse to 
your MajestJe that yesterday the language both of the Ambassadors 
and their Marchants was in a liigher strainc of Souveraintio in the 
Indies then we expected. And humbly praying your Majestie to 
pardon this length, since the necessitie of the businesse enforceth 
it, we doe in all humilitie kisse your Majestie'a royall handes and 
rest, &c.
